SYNOPSIS 


On Friday, March 4, 2016, an Internal Affairs Bureau (IAB) Force and Shooting Rollout 
Team comprised of Lieutenant Roberta Granek, Sergeant David Ladjevic, and Sergeant 
responded to an on-duty hit shooting. The command post was established 
by South Los Angeles Sheriff's Station personnel. The shooting resulted in Suspect 
Fernando Javier Hernandez (MH/02/02/1993) being shot once in the lower abdomen. 


Detectives Adam Kirste and Robert Gray from the Los Angeles County Sheriff's 
Department Homicide Bureau arrived and assumed control of the investigation. For 
further information refer to the Homicide case book, under URN #016-01965-0399-055 
[EXHIBIT A]. 


SUMMARY 


On March 4, 2016, Deputies И and Daniel Gonzalez, assigned to South Los 
Angeles Sheriff's Station, worked Unit 32А on the PM shift, starting at J hours. 
They were assigned vehicle SD5530, a marked black and white sheriffs patrol vehicle. 
Deputy aE was the driver and Deputy Daniel Gonzalez was the passenger 
(bookman). 


At 1515 hours, Deputies [J and Gonzalez exited the “Sea Breeze Motel” parking lot 
after completing а patrol check of the location. Deputy {drove onto Century 
Boulevard and saw a male Hispanic adult (Suspect Fernando Hernandez) walking west 
on Century Boulevard, on the sidewalk, on the south side of the street. 


Deputy [J made a u-turn and approached Suspect Hernandez as he neared the 
“ААМСО” transmission shop at 4306 Century Boulevard. 
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Deputies saw Suspect Hernandez had a red bandana hanging from his front pants 
pocket, baggy clothing, and facial tattoos. Deputies saw a bulge in Suspect Hernandez’ 
right front pants pocket they believed to be a weapon. Deputies stopped their vehicle, 
and exited to conduct a consensual encounter. As Deputy Gonzalez stepped toward 
Suspect Hernandez, Suspect Hernandez placed his hand by his right front pants 
pocket. Suspect Hernandez immediately ran west on Century Boulevard. Deputy 
Gonzalez yelled “gun” to Deputy J and ran after Suspect Hernandez. 


Deputy ЖЕШ while exiting the driver's side of the patrol vehicle, saw Suspect 
Hernandez run and joined the foot pursuit behind Deputy Gonzalez. Deputy 

said he grasped the radio microphone with the intention of broadcasting emergent radio 
traffic, man with a gun. Once Deputy Gonzalez yelled “gun” he began running after 
Suspect Hernandez. Refer to IAB transcripts, page 13, lines 29-30 and page 17, 
lines 3-16. 


Deputies Gonzalez and [J continued to pursue Suspect Hernandez westbound 
Century Boulevard toward Hawthorne Boulevard. During the pursuit, Suspect 
Hernandez continued to place his hand near his right front pants’ pocket and manipulate 
a black metal object. As the foot pursuit continued on Century Boulevard, Deputy 
ШЕШ overtook Deputy Gonzalez becoming the lead, pursuing deputy. 


Suspect Hernandez turned south into a parking lot at the southeast corner of Century 
Boulevard and Hawthorne Boulevard. Deputy followed. Suspect Hernandez 
removed a black handgun from his pants’ pocket and held it in his hand as he continued 
to run from deputies. Suspect Hernandez ran south in the parking lot and turned slightly 
west in the “L” shaped parking lot. As Suspect Hernandez turned slightly west, Deputy 
ШЕШ saw Suspect Hernandez look back toward him. Deputy raised his 9mm 
handgun and pointed it toward Suspect Hernandez. 


Deputy | fearing for his life, fired his handgun at Suspect Hernandez 5-7 times. 
Suspect Hernandez was still facing away from Deputy [EM at the time of the 
shooting. Suspect Hernandez was struck one time on the left side of his lower 
abdomen. A surveillance video from [EEE Store (Disc #1 at 23:20:48) depicts 
Suspect Hernandez throwing the black handgun to the asphalt ground after Deputy 
ШШШ began shooting. Suspect Hernandez continued to run forward to a black Dodge 
Charger parked in front of the check cashing business, then stopped, turned toward 
deputies and raised his arms. Suspect Hernandez complied with deputies instructions, 
to lie on the ground. 


Deputy Gonzalez transmitted, via his handheld radio, that a deputy involved shooting 
had taken place. Assisting units, Deputy J. Deputy Е. Garcia, and Sergeant 
Sumi responded and detained Suspect Hernandez at gunpoint. Sergeant Sumi directed 
Deputies ШИ and Garcia to approach and handcuff Suspect Hernandez. 


Los Angeles County Fire Station 18, under the command of Captain Espiritu, responded 
to the scene and treated Suspect Hernandez. 
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Suspect Hernandez was subsequently transported to Harbor U.C.L.A. Medical Center 
by McCormick Ambulance. 


Sergeant Sumi contacted Deputies [J and Gonzalez and arranged for them to be 
transported to South Los Angeles Station. 


Suspect Hernandez was released from the hospital on March 5, 2016. Suspect 
Hernandez sustained a through and through gunshot wound to his abdomen. 


INVESTIGATION 


IAB Lieutenant Granek checked to ensure the South Los Angeles Station Watch 
Commander, Lieutenant Michael Modica, took reasonable steps to ensure the involved 
parties and witnesses did not discuss the incident amongst themselves, or with 
uninvolved persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned investigators. 


In addition, Lieutenant Granek also ensured Lieutenant Modica knew the 
aforementioned parties should not collectively consult with their attorney or 
representative. Lieutenant Granek confirmed the involved personnel and witness 
personnel were gathered in the company of a supervisor until they provided a statement 
to the assigned investigators. 

Homicide Bureau Investigators interviewed Deputies and Daniel Gonzalez. 
Witnesses 


were also interviewed by Homicide investigators. 
On April 24*, 2018, this case was reassigned to IAB Sergeant David Moore.

Following are combined summaries for the involved interviews. For verbatim 
statements, and exact wording, refer to transcripts. 


DEPUTY 


Deputy Ш explained he was driving a sheriff's patrol vehicle on March 4, 2016, with 
his partner Deputy Daniel Gonzalez as the passenger. Deputy [J explained that 
day was the first time he and Deputy Gonzalez had worked together. Deputy Gonzalez 
had been recently completed his NY and placed on the shift. 


Deputy ЖШ and Deputy Gonzalez conducted a patrol check of the “Sea Breeze 


Motel” located at 4307 Century Boulevard. Deputy described the area to have a 
high volume of narcotic, gang, and violent crimes. 
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After the patrol check, they exited the driveway of the motel. Deputy saw a male 
walking west on Century Boulevard across the street from their location. He saw the 
male wore a white t-shirt, baggy jeans, and had a red bandana hanging from a front 
pocket. Deputy was familiar with the area being in close proximity to a few 
border lines of different criminal street gangs which did not associate well with one 
another. 


Deputy believed the male was associated with the criminal street gang known as 
“Bloods,” due to the red rag hanging from his pants. Deputy Ei knew the area was 
not a “Blood” gang area. Deputy Ш: гес the patrol vehicle around on Century 
Boulevard and drove to Suspect Hernandez. Deputy xplained he and Deputy 
Gonzalez decided to contact Suspect Hernandez due to his gang attire, the bulge in his 
waistband he saw as they approached, and the area they were in. 


Deputy ое their vehicle next to the Century Boulevard curb line and just prior 
to completely stopping the vehicle, Deputy Gonzalez stepped out to contact Suspect 
Hernandez. Deputy Ш placed the vehicle in park, turned on the rear facing lights, 
and exited the vehicle. 


Deputy [explained as he stepped out of the patrol vehicle, he heard Deputy 
Gonzalez yell “gun,” and saw Suspect Hernandez run west on Century Boulevard, on 
the south sidewalk. Deputy Sa ditionally saw Deputy Gonzalez running after 
Suspect Hernandez. 


Deputy 2:0 as he exited the patrol vehicle, he grasped his portable radio 
microphone attached to his uniform shirt with the intention of advising Sheriff's 
Communication Center (SCC) that he and his partner were in foot pursuit of a “417” 
(radio code for man with a gun). Refer to Homicide transcripts, page 5, lines 39-40. 
Deputy есап chasing Suspect Hernandez west on Century Boulevard to 
Hawthorne Boulevard. Deputyllnever heard SCC acknowledge his initial radio 
traffic. Deputy] explained he overtook his partner approximately ten seconds 
after starting to run, and continued to chase Suspect Hernandez. 


Deputy Ш explained initially, he did not have his 9mm handgun out of its holster. 
However, as he continued to give chase, Deputy saw Suspect Hernandez reach 
his hands toward his waistband. It appeared to Deputy, that Suspect Hernandez 
was attempting to manipulate, or take hold of what he (Deputy thought was a 
weapon. 


After Deputy EI saw Suspect Hernandez’ hand movement, Deputy [EE removed 
his handgun from his holster and continued to pursue Suspect Hernandez while holding 
his duty weapon in his right hand and flashlight in his left hand. Deputy IE did not 
know what the intentions of Suspect Hernandez were at that time. 


Although ОериУ did not hear SCC acknowledge his radio traffic, he continued to 
pursue Suspect Hernandez. 
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Due to Suspect Hernandez’ hand actions he (Deputy [ED described it was not safe 
to use the radio during the foot pursuit. 


He felt if Suspect Hernandez retrieved a weapon, Suspect Hernandez could shoot him, 
or the public if he was on the radio. Refer to transcripts, page 21, lines 31-39. 
Deputy И attention remained on Suspect Hernandez and not the radio. Deputy 
ШЕШ wanted to be ready if Suspect Hernandez removed a gun and turned to shoot 
him. 


Deputy J described the foot pursuit continued west on Century Boulevard to just 
past the Burger King restaurant (304 Century Boulevard) located at a shopping center 
on the corner of Century Boulevard and Hawthorne Boulevard. Once past the Burger 
King restaurant, Suspect Hernandez turned south, entered the shopping center parking 
lot, and continued to run south through the lot. Deputy explained as Suspect 
Hernandez passed the Burger King restaurant, Suspect Hernandez removed the gun 
from his waistband area with an unknown hand. At the same time, Deputy [EE saw 
the red bandana fall to the ground. 


Deputy EE did not know what Suspect Hernandez’ intentions were at the time he 
removed the gun. Не initially thought Suspect Hernandez might discard the handgun as 
he ran. Deputy B continued to pursue him. Suspect Hernandez continued to the 
90 degree angle turn of the parking lot which turned west. Deputy Ш followed to 
the turn. As Suspect Hernandez turned west, Deputy [I saw Suspect Hernandez 
turn his head back over his right shoulder and look into his (Deputy ) direction. 
Deputy [feared Suspect Hernandez was attempting to find out where he (Deputy 
=) physically was positioned to gain a target acquisition. Refer to transcripts, 
page 18, lines 1-15. 


Deputy Ш believed Suspect Hernandez was about to shoot at him and his partner, 
and was aware of many civilians within the shopping center. Fearing for his, his 
partner, and civilian lives, Deputy J‘! felt | was given no other choice but to 
discharge my weapon.” Refer to transcripts, page 6, lines 20-26. 


Deputy Ш said he discharged his weapon 5-7 times at Suspect Hernandez. Upon 
discharging his weapon, Deputy [J saw Suspect Hernandez drop his handgun onto 
the asphalt parking lot. A few steps after dropping his handgun, Suspect Hernandez 
stopped running and put his hands into the air. 


Deputy Ш explained he detained Suspect Hernandez at gunpoint and ordered him 
to the ground. Оериу attempted to broadcast emergent status, but did not hear 
a response from SCC. Deputy Gonzalez advised SCC of their status via his portable 
radio once he arrived. 


Deputy Ш explained assisting deputies responded to their location and took 


custody of Suspect Hernandez. Deputy [did not have any further contact with 
Suspect Hernandez. 
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w w 


Sergeant Mark Sumi arrived at the location and transported Deputy BE back to 
South Los Angeles Station. 


DEPUTY DANIEL GONZALEZ 


Deputy Gonzalez was the passenger in the patrol vehicle driven by his partner that 
night, Deputy Е 


Deputy Gonzalez said Deputy гга himself had just completed a patrol check of 
the “Sea Breeze Motel” on Century Boulevard. When they exited the parking lot of the 
motel, Deputy Gonzalez saw a male Hispanic across the street (south side) on the 
sidewalk of Century Boulevard. Deputy Gonzalez saw the male (Suspect Hernandez) 
walking west, wearing gang attire. 


Deputy Gonzalez knew the area they were in was a known gang area which 
experienced many violent gang related crimes. He added he has made many arrests 
for weapons and have responded to a murder in the area. 


Deputy Gonzalez explained Deputy [drove toward Suspect Hernandez. As they 
approached him (Suspect Hernandez) Deputy Gonzalez saw Suspect Hernandez get a 
startled look on his face and then stare straight ahead. Deputy drove alongside 
Suspect Hernandez while he (Deputy Gonzalez) attempted to make verbal contact with 
Suspect Hernandez. He (Suspect Hernandez) refused to acknowledge Deputy 
Gonzalez. Deputy Gonzalez saw a bulge in Suspect Hernandez right front waistband. 
Deputy Gonzalez explained after seeing the bulge, the gang attire, and tattoos he told 
Deputy Ш to stop the male, fearing he may have a weapon. 


Deputy Gonzalez described as Deputy [came to a stop next to Suspect 
Hernandez, he (Deputy Gonzalez) tried to get Suspect Hernandez’ attention by telling 
him he wanted to speak with him. Deputy Gonzalez saw Suspect Hernandez move his 
right hand down toward the bulge which further raised Deputy Gonzalez’ concerns. 
Deputy Gonzalez reached out to grasp Suspect Hernandez so he could detain, and 
search him. 


Just as Deputy Gonzalez made contact with the left arm of Suspect Hernandez, he 
(Suspect Hernandez) turned to the west and ran westbound still holding the object, 
which now protruded from his front pant pocket. Deputy Gonzalez was able to see the 
object in Suspect Hernandez’ pants was in fact a black handgun. Deputy Gonzalez, 
having confirmed the object to be a handgun, yelled out to his partner, “gun,” and 
quickly ran after Suspect Hernandez westbound Century Boulevard. Deputy Gonzalez 
removed his weapon from its holster and chased Suspect Hernandez on foot. 


Deputy Gonzalez heard Deputy B verbally state their emergency, and thought it 
was done on the radio. Deputy Gonzalez did hear SCC speaking on the radio, and 
believed it was in response to Deputy statement. Deputy Gonzalez’ attention 
was more on Suspect Hernandez and not the radio. 
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Shortly after beginning to run after Suspect Hernandez, Deputy ЕШ passed by him 
(Deputy Gonzalez). Deputy Gonzalez described as the foot pursuit neared the “Burger 
King” restaurant, he saw Suspect Hernandez manipulating the gun with his right hand. 
Deputy Gonzalez saw Suspect Hernandez turn south into the parking lot just past the 
“Burger King” restaurant, followed by Deputy 


Deputy Gonzalez recalled when he ran into the parking lot, he ran into the western most 
lane to try and stop Suspect Hernandez. Deputy Gonzalez kept Deputy IE and 
Suspect Hernandez in his peripheral vision and heard 5 gunshots. His attention was in 
front of himself making sure he was not going to be struck by a vehicle. Deputy 
Gonzalez described as he veered west in the parking lot, Deputy [and Suspect 
Hernandez were near the apex of the “L” shaped turn when he heard 5 gunshots. 
Deputy Gonzalez ceased running and came back around the vehicles parked in the 
center of the parking lot and contacted Deputy 


Deputy Gonzalez could not recall if he saw Deputy [J actually firing his gun, or saw 
him just after the gunshots. Deputy [was in his peripheral sight the entire time. 
Refer to transcripts, page 15, lines 17-19. 


Deputy Gonzalez approached Deputy [J and saw Suspect Hernandez on the 
ground and Deputy attempting to broadcast radio traffic. Deputy Gonzalez 
noticed nothing which Deputy was saying was getting broadcasted, so he 
(Deputy Gonzalez) broadcast the emergent status. Deputy Gonzalez requested fire 
personnel to respond and they arrived within minutes. Deputy Gonzalez recalled being 
transported back to the station by a sergeant, but he was not sure who. 


Deputy Gonzalez explained because he was further back from Deputy [EE he did 
not see Suspect Hernandez remove the handgun or discard it. Deputy Gonzalez heard 
five gunshots but did not see who fired their weapon. 


When Deputy Gonzalez approached Deputy һе saw Suspect Hernandez 
kneeling down onto the ground, using his hands to keep his body lifted upward, and 
Deputy detaining Suspect Hernandez at gunpoint. Deputy Gonzalez, not 
hearing SCC respond to Deputy 0 radio communication, broadcast that they 
were in a shooting, and requested units to their location. 


SERGEANT MARK SUMI 

IAB investigators interviewed Sergeant Mark Sumi on June 12, 2018 at the IAB offices. 
Sergeant Sumi explained he was the field sergeant on PM shift at the time of the 
incident. He recalled hearing radio traffic indicating a deputy involved shooting had 
taken place at Hawthorne Boulevard and Century Boulevard. 


Sergeant Sumi explained when he arrived on scene, he saw a male (Suspect 
Hernandez) on the ground, and Deputy lf standing, detaining Suspect Hernandez 
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at gunpoint. Sergeant Sumi also saw a firearm on the ground near Suspect Hernandez. 


Sergeant Sumi described when he arrived on scene, he looked over the scene, saw 
people moving around the shopping center, and saw a shattered window in a restaurant 
behind Suspect Hernandez. Sergeant Sumi directed responding deputies to secure 
Suspect Hernandez’ weapon, and then contacted Deputy у ENS he was not 
injured. Sergeant Sumi, once he realized what direction Deputy had shot his 
weapon, checked the welfare of the people in and near the restaurant with the broken 
window. 


Sergeant Sumi said Suspect Hernandez, although on the ground, was conscious and 
asking for help. Sergeant Sumi directed Сериіо a an Garcia to approach 
Suspect Hernandez and handcuff him. Suspect Hernandez was escorted to a patrol 

vehicle. 


WITNESS 


Witness [I described on the day of the incident he drove to the “H& R Block” 
business in the shopping center at the corner of Hawthorne Boulevard and Century 
Boulevard. Witness drove to the location in his white 2005 Chevrolet Impala, and 
parked in front of the “Burger King” restaurant in the shopping center [EXHIBIT B]. 


Witness [exited his vehicle and as he walked south toward “H& R Block,” saw a 
male (Suspect Hernandez) running west in the parking lot. The male was followed 
closely behind by a deputy. Several seconds later, a second deputy (Deputy Gonzalez) 
was seen running into the parking lot. Witness saw Suspect Hernandez was 
carrying a gun in his hand (unknown which hand). Refer to transcripts, page 4, lines 
20. The deputy was about fifteen to twenty feet behind the male (Suspect Hernandez), 
pointing his gun at Suspect Hernandez. 


Witness Ш explained the entire incident was very quick. After Suspect Hernandez 
and the deputies passed by him he heard 5-6 gunshots. He believed both deputies 
fired their guns. Witness described the shooting incident took place in the 
parking lot between the Chinese food restaurant and the check cashing business. 
After hearing the shooting, Witness г И inside of the Burger King restaurant. 


WITNESS 


MaS described she was sitting inside of her bluish-green colored Nissan. 
She parked her car in the space marked for persons with disabilities in front of the Boost 
Mobile business within the shopping center located at the corner of Century Boulevard 
and Hawthorne Boulevard [EXHIBIT С]. 


Witness  ехраіпеа while seated іп her саг she saw a male (Suspect Hernandez) 


run into the parking lot from the area of the Burger King restaurant. Witness [ilsaw 
the male was holding a gun in his front pocket. Refer to transcripts, page 3, lines 24- 
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30. Prior to the male removing the gun from his pocket, she could see the end of the 
handgun protruding slightly from his pants pocket. 


Witness И attention remained on Suspect Hernandez due to the gun he held, 
coupled with her belief Suspect Hernandez was about to, or had just committed a 
robbery. Refer to transcripts, page 3, lines 29-30. Witness [did not immediately 
see any deputies in the area, but watched as Suspect Hernandez ran behind her car 
holding a gun. 


Witness Г ZE when Suspect Hernandez was behind her car she heard four gun 
shots fired by deputy personnel. After the shooting, Witness [J saw Suspect 
Hernandez drop the handgun he was holding. Refer to transcripts, page 7, lines 1- 
10. 


Witness соса not describe which deputy fired their weapon, but described the two 
deputies on scene as a Hispanic deputy and an African American deputy. She said the 
deputies were close to Suspect Hernandez when the gunshots were heard. 


WITNESS 
Witness I explained she walked out of = 
was 


ШШ and stepped into the parking lot in front of the business. 
waiting for a EXHIBIT 0]. 


Witness ШИ saw a male (Suspect Hernandez) and a deputy running toward her. 
Witness [EE did not see Suspect Hernandez holding anything in his hands, but 
saw one deputy holding a gun as he ran. Witness ЖШШЕ described after seein 
Suspect Hernandez and the deputy quickly run toward her, she returned to her E 
When she reached the door of her she went to the floor because of what she 
saw. While on the floor, she heard several gunshots. Although she heard gunshots, 
she did not recall how many she heard. One of ne S advised there were 4-5 
shots fired. Witnes sS EB the front door, and remained inside without 
looking outside any further. 


WITNESS 


Witness И was standing on the sidewalk, in between the Chinese restaurant 
and the check cashing business within the shopping center [EXHIBIT E]. Witness 
ШШ saw a male (Suspect Hernandez) run into the center's parking lot from Century 
Boulevard. Witness BE saw Suspect Hernandez was holding a handgun pointed 
down by his side. Suspect Hernandez turned his head and looked back at the deputies 
who gave chase. Witness] heard 6 gunshots, two of which he believed struck a 
vehicle, one struck the window he stood next to, and one struck Suspect Hernandez. 
Refer to transcripts, page 6, lines 1-4. 


Witness [J believed Suspect Hernandez was struck while turned away from 
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deputies. Witness] believed Suspect Hernandez dropped the gun he carried after 
being shot. Refer to transcripts, page 7, lines 10-18. 


Suspect Hernandez was about ten feet from him (Witness 0) when Witness И 
heard gunshots. Suspect Hernandez dropped the handgun after he was shot. Witness 
ШШ explained when Suspect Hernandez was shot, deputies were approximately 20 
feet behind him. Witness said the whole incident lasted 10-15 seconds. Refer to 
transcripts, page 2, lines 10-33. 


WITNESS 
Witness [IEEE worked at the И store located within the shopping 


center [EXHIBIT F]. Witness | was И behind the sales counter when he 
heard approximately 5-6 gunshots from the parking lot. Witness [looked up and 
saw a deputy standing over a male who was on the ground. Witness initially 
saw only two deputies, but shortly after more arrived. Suspect Hernandez was on the 
ground until more deputies arrived. 


WITNESS ШЕШШ 


Witness [was sitting inside the Boost Mobile store, seated in the lobby, 
speaking with employees [EXHIBIT F]. He heard 4-5 gunshots from the parking lot. 


Witness {EEE did not look into the parking lot until after the gunfire. When he 
looked outside, Witness saw a male (Suspect Hernandez) standing in front of 
one African American deputy. After the shooting, Witness =a moved outside of 
the store and saw Suspect Hernandez move to the ground awkwardly. 


Witness И did not see Suspect Hernandez holding a gun, but did see a black 
handgun in the parking lot near the deputy who was detaining Suspect Hernandez. A 
second deputy approached the African American deputy Witness did not see 
which of the two deputies fired their weapon, but did see the African American deputy 
standing closest to the male. Witness ЖШШЕ с! еч other deputy personnel arrived 
within a minute of the incident, and deputies were able to handcuff Suspect Hernandez, 
and place him into a patrol vehicle. He believed deputies rendered first aid to Suspect 
Hernandez until the ambulance arrived. 


WITNESS 


Witness И was inside the fish market within the business complex. Witness 

heard 5-6 gunshots then looked into the parking lot. Witness и: а 
male Hispanic (Suspect Hernandez) running approximately 15-20 feet away from ап 
African American deputy. She watched through the open door and saw the deputy 
shooting his gun as he ran. 


Witness ЙЕ saw Suspect Hernandez move to the ground into a kneeling position 
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at the rear of some parked vehicles and saw a red stain on the left side of his shirt. 
Witness И saw Suspect Hernandez get into a “push-up” type position on the 
ground where he remained for a few minutes until deputies handcuffed him. 

She added medical personnel came to the location approximately seven minutes after 
the shooting. 


WITNESS 


Witness ШИ said she was seated at her desk, inside of the Ш 
HE (EXHIBIT к]. Her faces the front window, toward Century 


Boulevard. 


Witness [ти looked into the parking lot and saw a Hispanic male with long hair 
(Suspect Hernandez) running with deputies running after him. When Suspect 
Hernandez turned to the west toward Hawthorne Boulevard, she heard four gunshots. 
She did not know which deputy fired his weapon because she went to the floor as soon 
as she heard the gun shots. Refer to transcripts, page 3, lines 11-12. 


Witness [J became frightened and ducked under her desk. Although she heard 4- 
5 gunshots, but did not see the entire incident. 


Witness [J explained when she saw the deputy running after Suspect Hernandez, 
the deputy was approximately 5-10 feet behind him (Suspect Hernandez). She did not 
see Suspect Hernandez holding a gun, but did see a gun laying in the parking lot 
approximately 20 minutes after the incident. 


WITNESS 


Witness И explained she had business to conduct within the shopping 
center on the afternoon of March 4, 2016. Witness Жопа only one open parking 
space open directly in front of the check cashing business located at the south east 
corner of the center. Witness] had (Witness ИЩ) 
with her at the time. 


Witness [described as she backed into the parking space she saw a male 
Hispanic (Suspect Hernandez) with long hair running through the lot. Initially she did 
not pay much attention to him. Witness [told Homicide investigators, as she had 
her head turned to enable her to look out the back window of her car to reverse, she 
heard 4-5 gunshots. 


Witness [MJ described after the gunshots, she turned back toward the front of her саг 
and saw Suspect Hernandez standing close to her, facing the deputies. She heard 
deputies yell something similar to, “Freeze,” or “put your hands up.” 


Witness Йе»! ев her vehicle and walked into the check cashing location. As she 
returned to her vehicle, she saw many deputy personnel at the scene. 
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Witness [J did not see Suspect Hernandez holding a gun, but after the incident 
when she returned to her vehicle she saw a “black” object on the ground close to where 
the incident occurred. 


WITNESS 
Witness ЕТ (Witness EM in the vehicle at 


the time of the incident. Witness id not see anyone run into the parking, or 
shoot a gun but did hear 4-5 gunshots. After the shooting, Witness [exited I 
[EE Vehicle and saw a gun laying in the parking lot. 


WITNESS ШИ 


On June 11, 2018, Witness called investigators in response to a letter 
investigators sent her. Witness lescribed on March 4, 2016, she was inside 

ишни | EE within the 
business complex [EXHIBIT G]. Witness heard a “commotion” outside and 
looked into the parking lot. Witness saw a male Hispanic running through the 
parking lot followed by a deputy. Witness saw the male Hispanic drop a gun 
out of his hand (unknown which hand) as he ran away from the deputy. 


After Suspect Hernandez dropped the gun she saw Suspect Hernandez turn, put his 
hands up, and face the deputy. 


Witness | described she heard one gunshot, but does not know when it was 
fired. She believed it was fired as Suspect Hernandez was facing the deputy with his 
hands up. She knew the deputy had fired his weapon due to the gunshot wound she 
saw on the suspect. Witness MII described after the shooting additional deputies 
arrived on scene. 


Witness ШИР о сеа on the day of the incident, she recalled speaking to a deputy, 


but only about the EE at her ОШ 


SUSPECT FERNANDO HERNANDEZ 

IAB investigators met with Suspect Hernandez at the probation offices in Los Angeles. 
Suspect Hernandez advised investigators he did not wish to make any statements to 
investigators without his attorney present. 

DISTRICT ATTORNEY’S LETTER OF OPINION 

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's 
Office reviewed the shooting of Fernando Hernandez by Deputy ШИ [EXHIBIT 
H]. 


In their letter of opinion, dated September 8, 2017, Deputy District Attorney Shannon 
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Presby concluded Deputy И acted lawfully and in self-defense when һе used 
deadly force against Suspect Hernandez.
